WASIIINGTON.-Every Washington 


correspondent expects everyone 
lie 


meets to ask—or tell him—whether 
President Roosevelt will seek -a third 
term. He expects this because, for 
some weeks, no one has failed to do so. 


Deponent (this writer) sayeth as fol- 


lows: 


1. Roosevelt may have said some- 


thing about it to Mrs. Roosevelt. The 
only other person in whom he might 
have confided. Louis Howe, is dead. 
Frequently he has indicated he pre- 
fers to quit after two terms. If he has 
discussed a third term with any living 
ix-rson—from the standpoint of running 
again "under certain circumstances"— 
that person's lips arc sealed. And that 
is a surprisingly loose-lipped town. 


2. Republicans, anti-Roosevelt Dem- 


ocrats and staunch New Dealers—in- 
cluding F. D. R.'s intimate entourage 
—believe the President probably will 
be a third term candidate. This fact is 
significant and important. It is and 
will be in 'the background of many 
major moves and public utterances. 


3. Each of those three groups is sure 


the best strategy is to ballyhoo the 
likelihood of a Roosevelt candidacy. 
G. O. P. Chairman John Hamilton, anti 
New Deal Senator Ed Burke of Neb- 
raska and pro-New Deal senators and 
governors keep bringing it up. 


4.. Republicans talk up third term 


bcciui.sc they believe this will incite 
antagonism to Roosevelt. 


5. Anti - administration 
Democrats 


talk tnird term in order to solidify in- 
tra-party opposition to Roosevelt—or 
a hand-picked successor—pending the 
1940 Democratic national convention. 


fi. Top-flight New Dealers want ev- 


erybody to discuss third term, hop- 
ing what they call "emotional baloney" 
will be dissipated by HMO. After a per- 
iod of whooping and shouting, they 
hope, the issue will be considered from 
a "cold, practical" .standpoint and those 
for Roosevelt now—and they sec a 
majority—will want Roosevelt again. 


Tracing the Conversion 


The last viewpoint is especially in- 


teresting because it's that of Roose- 
velt's own close buddies. Conversion 
of this group is interesting., It.s mem- 
bers are for a third term, not because 
they want Roosevelt or anyone else 
to serve a third tern, but because "they 
sec no other way out" if New Deal pol- 
icies are to be carried on: As they 
.see it, no other New Dealer now has a 
real shot at the presidency. 


Contributing to their "conversion" 


was the gradually demonstrated weak- 
ness of Senator 
Alben Barklcy of 


Kentucky, hand-picked by Roosevelt 
as his Senate majority leader and jam- 
med down the Ihroat.s of Senate .Donio- 
crals who otherwise would have chosen 
conservative Put Harrison of Missis- 
sippi. 


Originally F. D. R. and his pals con- 


sidered Senator Bob LaFollettc as a 
worthy Roosevelt successor, but resur- 
gent conservatism in the Democratic 
party indicated "no soap." Barklcy. 
briefly, a 
fairhaircjd 
boy with 
the 


White House inner circle in its search 
for a 1040 nominee, showed no strength 
;is a Senate leader, preferred comprom- 
ise lo battle (be had few troops) and 
had to be bujled out by Roosevelt in 
his Kentucky campaign against the 
more popular "Happy" Chandler. 


Roosevelt told his lieutenants to pro- 


mote Robert II. Jackson, now solicitor 
general, for New York's Demcralic 
gubernatorial nomination. Bui when 
nearly all New York Democratic ma- 
chine politicians- -including Jim Far- 
ley—balked, Roosevelt failed to de- 
mand 
their 
support 
for 
Jackson, j 


Whether he could have forced New 
York Democracy to nominate Jackson 
is debatable. If Jcakson had become 
governor of New York he would have 
become F. D. H.'s outstanding heir- 
presumptive. 


Hopkins Has Friends 


Most New Dealers would like to see 


Roosevelt back WPA Harry Hopkins, 
former New York state relief director, 
and himself 150 per cent New Deal, for 
governor. That would indicate he pre- 
ferred Hopkins, his closest friend and 
adviser in administration ranks, to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for president in 
1940. If ho doesn't, you can make your 
own guess. Perhaps he couldn't force 
Hopkins' nomination, although Hop- 
kins would be a .strong candidate for 
any elective office. 


For that mailer, it's impossible to 


predict now whether Roosevelt could 
force his own rcnomination in 1940.

SHANGHAI, China-l/I1)—Three Jap- 


anese soldiers were sei/.ed by United 
States Marines Saturday after a clash 
in the American defense sector of the 
International Settlement. 


The encounter occurred during wide- 


spread disorders that swept Shanghai 
and involved both British and Italian 
sentries in incidents on patrol duty in 
the International Settlement. 


The disorders marked the first anni- 


versary of the outbreak of hostilities 
with Japan in the central China area. 


Gunnery Sergt. Milton C. Marvin of 


San Diego, Cal., player! a leading role 
in the encounter of the Marines. Pa- 
trolling a street deep within the Unit- 
ed Stales defense sector, he came upon 
a Shanghai Defense Force automobile 
halted in a sirle street. 


Three Japanese brandishing pistols, 


stood in the automobile, demanding 
Chinese lower the Kuomintang (Chi- 
ne.se nationalist) flag, hosier! in observ- 
ance of the war anniversary. 


Marvin drew his gun and ordered the 


Japanese to sit down. The three Jap- 
anese trained their weapons upon the 
.sergeant. Then a Marine sentry ap- 
peared with an automatic rifle and the 
Japanese turned over their guns. 


The Japanese denied any connection 


with the army or navy so they were 
taken lo a nearby Settlement police 
station.

Sen. Minton Hits 


Press as Fascist 


Indiana Author of Censor- 


ship Bill Delivers Lash- 


ing Attack 


Senator Minton recalled "a .little 


Minion, (Dem., Ind.) Friday allacked 
Ihe press as "big business" backed by 
"the money of men who, in my opinion, 
would not scruple to throw this coun- 
try into Fascism rather than surrender 
their privileges." 


The Indiana Democrat, in a broad- 


cast speech prepared for delivery be- 
fore the American Press Society,, ac- 
cused the wire services of "monopolis- 
tic practices," adding: 


Often we find 
their stories are 


edited in the making, or made in the 
editing to conform to Hie policy of the 
moment." He did not specify the wire 
services he meant in this connection. 


Senator 
Minton recalled ,'a little 


bill" lie proposed last year which was 
denounced by some newspapers as an 
attempt to limit the freedom of the 
press. The American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association, he said, had made 
an "impudent and hypocritical propo- 
sal to censor free speech by curb- 
ing the radio," and he had "assumed 
that if the press had set for itself the 
task of cleaning up the house of radio 
H wouldn't mind pulling its own house 
in order, so I proposed a little bill 
thai would help that thought along." 


"I proposed," he said, "that it should 


be a crime to publish as a fact any- 
thing known to be false. 
In other 


words, it would be a crime to lie, 
knowing it. to be a lie. I do not be- 
lieve that the constitution or those 
who framed it ever intended it to be 
used as a defense for the liar and the 
slanderer. 


"Then it was that I learned from Ihe 


great newspaper publishers that they 
claimed the constitutional right lo lie 
deliberately, anil that you cannot run 
a newspaper withoul lying deliberate- 
ly."

LITTLE ROCK—(#)—A nominating 


majority in excess of 4,000 votes was 
indicated Saturday for J. Seaborn Holt, 
Fort Smith, in his bid for the State 
Supreme Court seat of Associate Jus- 
tice W. R. Donham, Little Rock. 


Official returns tabulated in 66 


counties by the Democratic Central 
Committees canvassing the vote of last 
Tuesday's party primary, Saturday 
.gave Donham 125,100, and Holt 127,145. 


In the seven other counties not of- 


ficially turned in, the unofficial vote 
for supreme court was: Donham 7,712; 
Holt' 10,160. 


The combined official and unofficial 


tabulations gave: Donham 133,100; Holt 
137,305—a majority for Holt of 4,205 
votes.

ONE of the tough things about our modern world is the 


fact that it is getting to be so hard to tell good news from 
bad. 


_ The U. S. Weather Bureau, for instance, reports the long 


period of drouth seems to be over—for the time being, any- 
way—and that for several years to come we ought to have 
plenty of moisture. 


The weather seems to run in long-range cycles. There 


\vas a bad drouth period extending through the first half of 
the '90s. After that the country as a whole had decent weath- 
er until 1909, when there was another drouth. Then there was 
another good spell until about 1930; then six abnormally dry 
years—we began to hear about the dust bowl, and p'eople 
started wondering if some of our western grain areas hadn't 
better be turned back to buffalo grass permanently. 


Now we are told this last bad dry spell was" just a dry 


spell, after all. and not a permanent climate change. Possibly 
we_ won't have to evacuate large areas, with the tragedy of 
ruined farms ad homeless families.

Plenty of moisture will mean bumper crops. Bumper

And if all of 
this works out as it did before, we may very well get into 
another era of declining agricultural purchasing power, which 
would eventually bring us to another industrial slump, 
which— 


Well, we may finally acquire enough wisdom to break 


up that vicious circle and make abundance a blessing rather 
than a problem.

Desire to Attract Attention Is Factor in Suicide Causes 


This is the second and conclud- 


ing article by Dr. Flshbein in which 
he discusses the suicide problem. 


Jumping from high places is not a 


popular choice for self-destruction. It 
is a method chosen apparently by per- 
sons who are prevented by their cir- 
cumstances from one of the other 
methods mentioned in yesterday's col- 
umn. 


The imitation factor is, however, 


very strong, and when a great deal of 
publicity is given to any particular 
method of self-destruction, that method 
may actually become for a while the 
vogue. 


Frequently the question is raised as 


to whether or not business conditions 
seriously affect the suicide rate. The 
statisticians of large insurance com- 
panies have given special study to this 
point. They feel that it is impossible 
to speak with any finality about a sin- 
gle causal factor for suicide. 


All of the conditions that influence 


people, such as poverty, unemploy- 
ment, hunger, ill health, mental ab- 
normality, physical suffering, or hand- 
icaps, may lead people to think of self- 
destruction. Loss of honor and pres- 
tige, disappointment in love, failure in 
achieving ambitions, or any other feel- 
ing of inadequacy may stimulate such 


thoughts. 


Aside from those cases in which 


there is mental abnormality, thoughts 
of suicide result from inability to cope 
succe-ssfully with the daily demands of 
human existence. The ability to ad 
just one's self emotionally to one'; 
surroundings is perhaps the most im 
portant in the prevention of suicide. 


Recent studies of this problem made 


by experts in difficulties involving the 
human mind recognize as a definite 
element in suicide and in the choice 
of a method the desire of the indi 
vidual, whether sane or insane, to at 
tract public attention. 


According to the latest psychoana 


lytic theories of self-destruction, sui 
cide cannot be explained as the re 
suit of heredity, suggestion, or any o: 
the factors of maladjustment to society 
which frequently precedes suicide. 


Psychoanalysts are convinced 
that 


there is a steady progression of self- 
destruction tendencies which appear 
long before the time when the self- 
destruction is finally consummated 
It i.s apparently the belief of this school 
of psychology that self-destructiveness 
is one of the characteristics of man, 
and that the normal man neutralizes 
this characteristic, whereas the ab- 
normal man cannot.
